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1 . 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful Improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 22-28 are drawn to a computer system comprising software portion. The 
software portion is nothing but a program and it is descriptive material NOT claimed as 
residing on a computer readable medium. Data structures not claimed as embodied in 
computer-readable media are descriptive material per se and are not statutory because 
they are not capable of causing functional change in the computer. See, e.g., 
Wanmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1760 (claim to a data structure per se 
held nonstatutory). Such claimed data structures do not define any structural and 
functional interrelationships between the data structure and other claimed aspects of the 
invention which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized. 

Computer programs claimed as computer listings per se, i.e., the descriptions or 
expressions of the programs, are not physical "things." They are neither computer 
components nor statutory processes, as they are not "acts" being performed. Such 
claimed computer programs do not define any structural and functional 
Interrelationships between the computer program and other claimed elements of a 
computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized. In contrast, 
a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program is a computer 
element which defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer 
program and the rest of the computer which permit the computer program's functionality 
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to be realized, and is thus statutory. Accordingly, it is important to distinguish claims that 
define descriptive material per se from claims that define statutory inventions. 

Since a computer program is merely a set of instructions capable of being 
executed by a computer, the computer program itself is not a process and Office 
personnel should treat a claim for a computer program, without the computer-readable 
medium needed to realize the computer program's functionality, as nonstatutory 
functional descriptive material. 

When a computer program is claimed in a process where the computer Is 
executing the computer program's instructions, Office personnel should treat the claim 
as a process claim. See paragraph IV.B.2(b). When a computer program is recited in 
conjunction with a physical structure, such as a computer memory. Office personnel 
should treat the claim as a product claim. See paragraph IV.B.2(a). 

In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with data structure 
defines structural interrelationships between the data structure and the computer 
software and hardware components which permits the data structure 's functionality to 
be realized, and Is thus statutory (MPEP 2106.IV.B.1(a)). 

2.The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 8, 15, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hossack et al (US Patent No. 5,873,830). 
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As to claim 1 , teaclies a metlioci for robustly producing a motion compensated 
interpolation video frame, the method comprising: constructing N motion compensated 
interpolated frames between two existing frames F1 and F2, wherein N comprises an 
integer with a value of at least 2 (column 9, lines 10-21); and fusing the N motion 
compensated interpolated frames into a single motion compensated interpolated frame 
(column 9, lines 21-30). 

As to claims 8. 15, and 22. see claim 1 above. 

3. Claims 2-7, 9-14, 16-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Miyake and Kameyama et al are also cited.
